DELEGATES TO THE INTERNATIONAL CON- 
GRESS AT THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 


The Secretary Makes a Speech to the Vis- 
itors—A Meeting-Presided Over by. Gen. 
Henderson Electa Mr. Blaine President 
ef the Congress — Visit to the White 
House and Luveh With the President, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 2.—The dele- 
gates to the International American Congress 
assembled at the Sate Department this morn- 
ing at 12 0’clock by appointment and pro- 
ceeded ina body froma waiting room to the 
diplomatic reception room. Here they were 
presented to Secretary Blaine, whe delivered 
a felicitous addreas af welcome. The doors 
were closed to the public, and it was under- 
stood that they would proceed to the White 
House soon after 12 o’ cloek. 

On receiving the delegates Mr. Blaine said: 
*‘GENTLEMEN OF THE INTERNATIONAL CON- 
GRESsSs—Speaking for the GOvernmentof the 
United States I bid you welcome to this cap- 
ital. Speaking forthe people of the United 
States 1 you welcome toevery section and 
to every State ofthe Union. You come In re- 
sponse to ab invitation extended by the Pres- 
identand the special authorization of Con- 
gress. Your presence here is no ordinary 
event. It signifies much tothe people of all 
America to- day. It may signify far more in 
the days to come. No eonference of nations 
has ever assembled to consider the welfare 
of territorial possessionie 80 vast and to con- 
template the possibilities ot a future so great 
and so inspiring. Those now sitting within 
these walis are empowered to speak for na- 
tions whose borders are on both the eat 
oceans, whose northern Lnlts 
by the Arctic waters for ‘a thousand miles 
bevond the Straits of Behring, whose south- 
ern extension furnishes buman habitations 
farther below the Equator than is elsewhere 

possible on the globe. 

„Wulle eonsiderations of this character must 
inspire Americans both South and North with 
the liveliest anticipations of future grandeur 
and power, they must also impress them with 
a sense of the gravest responsibility touching 
character and development ot 
their repective Pen. The 
delegates whom addressing 
can do much to establish permanent relations 
of confidence, respectand friendship between 
the nations which they represent. They can 
show tothe world an honorable and peaceful 
conference of seventeen independent 
American powers in which all shall meet 
together on terms of absolute equality; 
a conference in which there can be no 
attempt to coerce a single delegate A his 
own conception of the interests of bis nation; 
a conference which will permit no seeret un- 
derstanding on any subject, but will frankly 
publish to the world all its conclusions; 
4 conference which will tolerate 
no spirit of conquest, but will 
aim to cultivate an American sympathy 
as broad as both continents; a conference 
which will form no selfish alliance against the 


older nations from which we are proud to 


claim inheritance; a conference, in fine, which 

will seek nothing, pon se nothing, endure 

nothing that is not in the genera) sense of all 

the delegates timely I wise and peaceful. 
’ AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

At the conelusion of hi sveech, Secretary 
Blaine withdrew and resolutions wére adopt 
ed naming James G. Blaine as President of 
the Congress. John B. Henderson acted as 
president pro tempore. A number 
of committees were then appointed, 
after which the Congress «adjourned 
until Monday, November 16. Mr. Blaine then 
came in and escorted the members of the Con- 
gress to the White House. The President 
gave a special reception to the delegates at 
1:30 o’clock, one of the features of which 
was an informal lunch, served in the 
State dining-room at2 o’clock. The Blue 
Room and Green Parlors aad the Kast Room 
had been especially prepared for the occasion 
and were liberally decorated with tropical 
plants and rare exotics. The Marine Band was 
stationed in the main vestibule and played al- 
most continuously during the reception and 
lunch. The programme included the national 
and patriotie airs of each of the countries 
represented. The reception took place in the 
biue parlor. The President and Mrs. Harri- 
son and ol the members of the Cabinet, ex-

MRS. HOWARD'S HOME. 

Mrs. Howard has been living alone in the 
upper flat of No. 16 South High street for a 
number of months past, her hired giri haying 
left her in the spring andsne not being able 
to secure, or not being desirous of employing 
help since. The flat was closed this morning 
and Mrs. Howard’s paper was still at the 
door. Her habit of reading a paper while 
traveling down town on the cars in the morn- 
ing was one which attracted a great deal of at- 
tention to ber. 

A POS8T- DISPATCH reporter called at the flat 
below that of Mrs. Howard’s and saw Mrs. M. 
J. Loraine. Mrs. Loraine said that she was 
only slightiy acquainted with Mrs. Howard. 
She first made her acquaintance Christmas a 
year ago when Mrs. Howard rushed upto her 
on the street and wished her a Merry Christ-. 
mas! Since then they have spoken when- 
ever they met, but not 
visit. Mrs. Loraine that 
about a year and a half age 
was driven up infront of the fat at about 2 
o’clock in the morning and several men 
alighted and rang her bell d asked for Mrs. 
Howard. They were informed that mee were 
mistaken in the flat, and that Mrs ow 
lived above. They appeared to be 6 
and acted somewhat boisterously. When they 
rang the bell of Mrs. Howard’s flat that lady 
put her head out of the window and sald that 
if they did not leave she would blow her 
police whistie. This threat 
to cause them take their departure. The 
next day Mrs. Howard explained to her that 
one of the men was ber husband from whom 
she wasseparated. When Mrs. Loraine was 
asked whether the occasion she mentioned 
was the only one on which Mrs. Howard had 
very late cullers, she replied that she did not 
wish to say; that wasthe only time she had 
been disturbed by any persons ringing her 
bell under the !mpression that it was the beil 
of Mrs. Howard’s flat. 

MRS. HOWARD'S DIVORCE. 

Mr. Julian Laughlin acted as Mrs. Howard’s 
attorney when she soughta divorce from her 
husband. Mr. Laughlin wasseen this morn- 
ing and asked if she could give any informa- 
tion concerning Mrs. Howard or her difficul- 
ties. His reply was: ‘‘Mrs. Howard was 
brought to me bya lady who knew both 
some time before the divorce proceedings 
were begun. [ can not remember who 
the lady that introduced us was, but 
she was a friend of Mrs. Howard. I 
endeavored to bring about a reconciliation 
between Mrs. Howard and her hubvand, bud 
after a good deal of work I found it was im- 

ossible. Mrs. Howard had been deserted by 

r. Howard, who had not only failed to sup- 
port her, put borrowed from her money which 
shehad earned, and she held his notes for it. 
She sued him tor maintenance in Chic 
and ultimately 1 brought suit for her for 
divorce in 8t. uls. Desertion was the only 
ground on which applicate was made 
and the whole trouble came about on account 
of Mr. Howard’s mother. He had to support 
his mother, and his wife and mother had 
trouble over financial matters. Mr. Howard 
was forced to choose between his mother and 
his wife, and he clungto his mother.

IN THE CIRCUIT COURT. 

Mrs. Howard’s divorce from her husband, 
Charies B. Howard, was obtained in the Cir- 
cult Conrt of this city’on November 2, 1887. O 
May 7, 1887, ber attorney, Julian 8. Laughlin, 
filed a petition for divorce, in which Mrs. 
Howard stated that she was lawfully married 
to Cbarles B. Howard in the city of St. 
Louis on April 8, 188, and her husband 
deserted ber on January . 885. 
At the time of the filing of the 

etition he had remained away from 

er for more than a year and the only allega- 
tion she set up in her petition was that he had 
deserted her. A copy of the petition was per- 
sonally served on Howard, wbo was in Chica- 
go, bat he falied to make an answer to the pe- 
tition, and on November 2, 1887, a decree of 
divorce was granted. She did not, however, 
ask for or receive the restoration of her 
maiden name.

LABOR BUREAU WORK. 

The institution of a Labor Commission- 
ership and a Labor Bureau at Washington 
was the work ofa St. Louis Congressman 
who made it his hobby and isstill proud of 
the achievement. It is therefore some- 
thing of a shock to this city to find herself 
the first American city selected as the 
victim of a false report from that bureau 
slandering the wage-workers and wrong- 
ing the employers in her industrial and 
commercial establishments. 

Our State Labor Commissioner has un- 
officially confessed his connection with 
the St. Louis part of the report, but denied 
his responsibility for the idefensible 
falsehoods it contains. There are vague 
intimations that the report was gotten 
up, in part at least, by women whose 
names are not given. Does Com- 
missioner WRIGHT rely on cheap and, 
perhaps, irresponsible scribblers, who 
have no connection or acquaintance 
with business or industries of any kind, 
to supply him with materials for a report 
on the varied industries and great indus- 
trial classes of the city that ranks fifth 
among the manufacturing centers of 
the Union? Does he think it proper 
to print and circulate at public 
expense and in the form of an 
official report the stuff thus gathered, 
without taking pains to correct or verify 
it by reference to people familiar with the 
local matters it treats of? If so, our 
National Labor Bureau as well as our 
State Labor Bureau isa mere sink-hole 
for public money, is doing more harm 
than good, and should either be reformed 
or abolished. 

The next census will probably show St. 
Louis in the fourth rank in the amount of 
manufactures, as she certainly is first in 
some lines and second or third in others. 
No city of her rank has had fewer labor 
troubles, and no city has more reason to 
be proud of its wage earners; of their in- 
telligence, their morals, their thrift, their 
orderly behavior and their mani- 
festation of all the impulses. of 
good citizenship. Every large em- 
ployer attests this, and believes 
that the 20,000 working women of St. Louis 
willaverage in morals and intelligence 


with the same number of women who do 


not have to work for wages. There isa 
fruitful field here for labor bureau inves- 
tigation of the right sort, but a “labor re- 
port” about St. Louis gotten up in the style 
and according to the methods of the 
**penny-a-line’’? scribbler should be sup- 
pressed instead of being printed and cir- 
culated by Government authority.

ON THE ST. LOUIS WORKING WOMEN. 


—— 


Who, He Says, n the Report 
Other Talks. 


The slanderous attacks on the working 
women of St. Louis contained In the report of 
Carroll D. Wright, National Labor Commis- 
sioner, which was sent out from Wasbington, 
D. C., last Monday still cause much indigna- 
tion in this city. 
port refers particularly to the tailoring houses 
and manufactories where custom-made cloth- 
ing ils made. He says the tailor back shops 
were hovels and rookeries, the factories poor- 
ly+ ventilated, the girls worked side 
by side with the men, occupied 
the same dressing-rooms and in 
no way were the morals of the working girl 
looked after or cared for. A large cloak man- 
ufactory is that of Max Judd & Co., on 
Eighth street, hetween Locust and St. Charles 
streets. It is a modern factory building, prac- 
tieally fireproof, with ceilings 12 to 15 feet 
high, sewer connections on every floor and 
windows on all four sides, also a court or area 
in the center. 

OSCAR KLEINBERGER, 
a member of the firm aud foreman of the 
manufacturing department, was seen by a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter and asked what he 
thought of Mr. Wright’s report. It is not 
true atall,’’ he said, after suppressing a re- 
mark be would like : a made, but did not 
want to be too ha „A little girl can 
come into our work- rooms and earn 
$$ a week from the start, and as 
she learns the work can rapidly 
rise to a position paying $12 a week. The 
average salary paid the girls is about Na 
week. We have fifty regularly employed in 
the building and about two hundred who take 
work out and sew at home. Not being bound 
by rules they do notdo the same amount of 
work they would in the snop. Our regular 
bands are steadily employed the whole year 
except between Christmas and New Year, and 
earning the salaries they do they 
can support themselves comfortably. 


We are very particular as to the kind of ladies 
we ewploy and should we, after employing a 
girl, find she is not exactly what she ought to 
be, welet ber go immediately. Every em- 
ployer in a large factory knows what it means 
to have a black sheep in the flock and what 
damage their presence there will create. I 
would be pleased if some one would make an 
investigation, visiting the homes of our giris 
and finding out the society they- 
keep and then tell the public the truth. Ido 
not fear the result. Idefyany honest inves- 
tizator to find in any large city of the Union 
more factories wherethe welfare and morals 
of the laborers are better looked after than in 
this city. Wright’s report is a pack of lies 
and Ido not believe an agent for his report 
eyer visited the shops of this city.’ 

A lady who assumes a motherly care of the 

iris in the factory and who began work for 

ax Judd & Co. thirteen years ago was also 
seen. She was very angry but only on prom 
ise that her name be suppressed would she 
talk. She was very plain in her language and 
said: It is a base falsehood for any one, I 
don’tcare who, to say that the factory giris of 
this city are a dissolute set and are 
of that class that frequent dance 
houses on Sunday and are immoral. Speak 
ing from my knowledge of the young ladies in 
this building I can say thatthe money the 
support themselves, their mothers and their 
sisters on,is earned In this shop by hard work 
and nowhere else or in any other way. True, 
they do not livein the best quarter of the 
city, but you would be surprised on 
visiting the homes of these girls to 
find how neatiy and comfortably furnished 
they are, and how clean and tidy the little 
nomes are * There are girls in this shop 
alone. and dare say in many others, whose 
manners and language would fit them for 
the places of their more fortunate sisters in 
the West End. You would also be surprised 
on calling around to see the company the girls 
keep and the subjects they discuss. Every 
girl in this shop can read and write 
and some ot them can speak, read and write 
English and German. In this shopand in 
many others I know ofthe girls have dress- 
ing rooms apart from the men and while at 
workthey are not together. Many of the 
girls are stricely religious and you cannot 
realize how deeply hurt hundreds 
of them are who actually do 
not know what itis to do wrong any more 
than giris who donot come in dally contact 
with the world to work for a living. 
It not Infrequently happens that a male em- 
ploye in the shop marries one of the giris he 
has been working with for some time. Do you 
suppose a man would take a life partner to 
himself from a factory unless he knew her to 
be pure and chaste? I know several ladies 
who have married well-to-do merchants from 
this work-room, and I tell el u they make 
model wives and mothers. should not 
rest until you have made the — *. of that 
report retract his scandalous statements. 

AMONG THE JOB PRINTERS. 

The reporter next visited Woodward & Tier- 
nan’s large peeing establishment on Third 
street, which has the reputation of oe the 
largest number of girls employed in any large 
printing house. A. A. Hunziker, a. Swiss of 
long experience in the printing business, is 
foreman. Likethe others he was deeply of- 
fended and willingly escorted the reporter 

over the entire building to show the falsity of 
Wright's statements. 

„Does this look like the men and women 
were huddled together; that there is not 

roper ventilation; that the girls are a de- 
based set? Well. Ithink not. There are about 
one hundred girls employed in this establish- 
ment and sixty of them are in the bindery, 
where they earn from $2.50 to 9 a 
week. Little girls begin at 52.80 and 
work their way to better positions. There are 
about two applications filed nere every day by 
girls looking tor work, and when weneeda 
hand we look over the applications and in- 
vestigute into the character of the anplicant. 
We can always find good, pure giris, and a 
bad character never enters the workshop. I 
dare any one to assail the character of the 
women employed here. 

As to the dance houses referred to in the re- 
port which are said to be frequented on Sun- 
day by shop girls, it might be said that there 
is only one large dance hall in the city which 
bas dances on Sunday and thatison Market 
street.

American Protestant 

Episcopal Church will 

assemble to-day at St. 

George’s Church, in 

Stuyvesant Square. 

There will be several 

important questions 

regarding charch gov- 

ernment and the lit- 

urgy placed before the 

convention. This gov- 

erning body of the 

Episcopal Chureh 

comprises two sepa- 

rate and distinct houses, the House of Bishops 

and the House of Deputies. The House of 

Bishops has fifty members, each chief of a 

diocesé being a permanent delegate as long as 

he holds bis sacred office. The deputies are 

elected by the diocesan conventions, each 

diocese being empowered to send four clergy- 

men and four lay members as its representa- 

tives. This equality in voting power is one of 

the subjects which promises considerable agi- 

tation in both houses, for the reason that 

small dioceses possess the same strength as 
larger and older ones. 

The long-agitated question of admitting col- 
ored clergymen ang laymen to membership in 
convention will, says a morning paper, again 
come up, and it is also proposed that the de- 


nominational name be changed from ‘‘Amer- 
ican Protestant Episcopal Ohurch’’ to 'The 
Church of America,’’ or 

„HR AMERICAN CHURCH.’’ 

At the convention in 1880 a movement was 
begun to secure a thorough and comprehen- 
sive version of the book of common prayer. 
The matter was fully considered and a com- 
mittee appointed to prepare a preliminary 
report for presentation at the convention of 
1886. Considerabie progress was then made 
and a free and full discussion bad upon the 
merits of the proposed changes, the fina! re- 
sult being that a commission composed of five 
bishops, five presbyters and five laymen was 
appointed to report at the present conven- 
tion. The committee has given the question 
much deliberation during the past three years 
and has printed a voluminous report which is 
now in the hands of the bishops and deputies. 
The committee announced that in prepare 
the book of offices it has sought mater! 
from the best sources within reach, and 
has endegvored to provide such services 
and prayers as seem to be generally de- 
manded by the church. In the more careful 
and critical matter of the book of common 
prayer, the committee bad constantly in mind 
the importance of perpetuating and strength- 
ening the book in common use in England, 
Scotiand and Ireland, inthe British colonies 
andin the United States. Altogether nine 
pieces of the English prayer-book are re- 
stored, as many minor inaccuracies of the old 
American prayer- boot corrected and the 
changes proposed in 1883 made with twenty 
new ones. Among the changes may be enu- 
merated the insertion in daily morning and 
evening prayer of 

THE FOLLOWING: 

Minister—O, Lord, save the State. 

Answer—And mercifaliy hear us when we 
call upon thee. 

Minister—Endue thy ministers with rignt- 
eousness. 

Answer—And make thy chosen people joy- 


ful. 

Minister—O Lord, save thy people. 

Answer—And biess thine inheritance. 

Minister—Give peace in our time, O Lord. 

Answer—Because there is none other that 
fighteth for us but only thou, O God. 

The thirteenth, sixteenth and twenty-eighth 
verses of the Te Deum arejchanged as follows: 

Thine honorable, true and only son. 

When thou tookest upon thee to deliver 
man thou didst not abhor the virgin’s womb. 

O Lora, letthy mercy lighten upon us, as 
our trust is in thee. 

The word ‘‘militant’’ is also omitted and 
priest substituted for ‘‘minister’’ in the 
first, second, fourth and fifth of the rubrics in 
the communion of the sick. 

OTHER CHANGES. 

There are changes in nearly all the divisions 
of the prayer book. The book of offices to be 
proposed will consist of a short office for sun- 
dry ocvasions, a compline office, one of inter- 
cession for unity, another for the Fourth of 
July or special days of thanksgiving and for 
days of lasting and harvesthome. Besides 
these there are a penitential office -for 
Lent, a commemoration of the pas- 
sion, litanies for missions, the Chris- 
tian life and the sick, with prayers 
for sundry occasions. The committee 
on the hymnal is also able to report the re- 
sult ofits labors in that direction and many 
important additions and removals are antici- 
pated. The missionary, interests will also 
be a part of the convention’s work, 
witha view of consolidating and strengthen-

New Tonk, October 2.—The confirmation of 
the story published some weeks ago to the ef- 
fect that Archbishop Corrigan was to be called 
to Rome has caused some little stir in Catholic 
circles. Friends of the Archbishop were slow, 
however, to believe that he had been ordered 
to Rome on account of the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the diocese. On the other hand, the 


adherents of Dr. McGlynn found in the dis- 
patch some little hope that their leader’s 
principal antagonist had in some way, which 
they could not well explain, come into disfa- 
vor with the author ities, who had been up- 
hoiding bim through thick and thin. Dr. Me- 
Glynn said:

A MATTER FOR INVESTIGATION. 


The Methods of Performing Autopsies in 
the New York Hospital.

New YORK, October 2.—Light was yester- 
day let in on the methods of performing 
autopsies in the New York Hospital.

THE FAMOUS MARINE PAINTER PASSES 
AWAY AT SEWANEE, TENN.

Ap Affection of the Brain ef Slow Develop - 
ment Finally Carries Off the Well 
Kaown Artist—An Operation Performed 
by St. Louls Physicians Last April— 
Seme of His Celebrated Works—The Re- 
mains to De Brought to This City for 
Cremation. 


Y¥ death the artistic world 
yesterday lost one of the 
greatest marine painters 
ofto-day. Harry B. Chase, 
y who has been Ul for some 
time past, died at Sewa- 
nee, enn., yesterday, 
where he had been taken 
by his friends with the 
hope that he would ultl- 

mately recover. 

MR. CHASE 

first developed the mental 
trouble from which he 
died a couple of years ago. It came on him 
gradually, and its cause was not positively 
known. Many believed it to have been the 
result ot too close application to his work, 
while by others it was attributed to a de- 
pression in his skull coming from an accident 
which befell him when quiteachiid. When 
it first became apparent to his friends in New 
York, where he was then living, that he was 
seriously afflicted, he was placed under the 
care of good physicians, but their en- 
deavors to restore him were unavailing. 
After being under their treatment for abouta 
year he was taken to Sewanee, Tenn., where 
he has since been in charge of Dr. William 


Harlow. Recently he had improved very. 


materially physicaliy and not a littie men- 
tally. He had no acute mania and conversed 
rationally on apy subject, the only ev- 
idence of his ailment being a dullness of com- 
prebension and a marked cautiousness in ex- 
pression, 

Mr. Chase was 

ONE OF THE GREATEST 
living marine painters, and his affliction at a 
time when he was accomplishing bis best work 
was a great loss to art. His pictures have been 
exhibited in the principal cities ot the world 
and have always been accorded recogni- 
tion as being the best productions of 
their class. All have been sold with 
the exception of four still owned by his wife 

These are: At Anchor Off Scheveningen,’’ 
‘“‘Sehrimpers off Yarmouth,’’ anda painting 
the title of which is not known by the exhibi- 
tor, but which represents the landing of sev- 
eral boats on an uninhabited coast. 

„At Anchor Off Bcheveningen’’ is one of 
Mr. Chase’s most famous pictures. It is held 
by connoisseurs to be one of the best marines 
extant. The canvas is 5 feet long by 2 feet 
wide and the picture is valued at $1,000. 
**Sebrimpers off Yarmouth’’ is a smaller 
painting, being 2 feet by % feet. The price 
asked for itis $750. Mr.Chase’s master- piece 
is A Scene in New York Harbor. Etchings 
of this painting have been sold extensively. 
It was exhibited here at the Exposition a year 
ago and an effort was made at the time to get 
some of the citizens to purchase it for $1,000 
and contribute itto the Museum of Five Arts 
as an illustration of the work St. Louis had 
given to the world of art. This movement, 
however, fell through and the picture 
Was sent back to New York again. At that 
time the money asked for the picture was 
needed by Mr. Chase's wife to help defray the 
expense of the treatment he was undergoing, 
and the fallure ofthe movement purchase 
the picture as an addition tothe Museum of 
Fine Arte showed, his friends thought, that

THERE WAS NO RECONCILATION. 


Robert Ray Hamilten’s Last Interview 
With Hig Wife.

New York, October 2.—Mr. Samuel B. 
Clarke, Robert Ray Hamilton’s lawyer, got 
back to New York yesterday, after an absence 
of several days, and for the first time saw the 
newspaper accounts of Hamiltons last meet- 
ing with Evangeline. Mr. Clarke said that

She said, how- 
ever, on further questioning, tust she 
knew that Mrs. Swinton was nego- 
tiating for the disposal of a baby about 
the time she was confined. Mr. 
Hamiliton took the statement ineredu- 
lousiy and questioned the alleged mother 
about the time and place of ber confinement. 
On these points Mrs. Hamilton did pot seem 
to be very certain, and wonld not fix either 
the date or piate of birth. Then instead of 
being favorably impressed bythe statements 
made by his wife, according to Mr. Clarke, 
Mr. Hamilton became more and more satisfied 
that her whole story was founded ppee false- 
hood. Mrs. Hamilton not only tied herself up 
in the story of her motherhood, but made 
other statements that left Mr. Hamiiton, at 
the close of the interview, more satisfied than 
ever that he had been outrageously tricked. 
At the time he gave no sign of his 
disbelief in her stor but left her 
as pleasantly and as forma iy as he met her. 
That Mr. Hamiliton is entirely done with Mrs. 
Hamilton there is no doubt in Mr. Clarke’s 
mind. That gentleman saves emphatically: 
The result of the interview between Mr. 
Hamilton and his wife need cause no uneasi- 
ness to Mr. Hamiliton’s friends. There was 
no reconciliation and he repudiates her in 
toto. As bis lawyers, we are instructed to 
procure an annulment of the marriage, which 
was effected by fraud and misrepresentation. 
She pretended to be the mother ofthe baby 
Beatrice and alleged that he was the father of 
the child. The alleged fact has been proven 
faise. Mr. Kunzgmapn, yf partner, was pres- 
ent at the interview and the statements made 
by Mrs. Hamilton are contradictory and not 
borne out by the facts. Mr. Hamilton wants 
a divorce and seeks no reconciliation.’’

WOOL AND ‘THE TARIFF. 


THE MANUFACTURERS FRIGHTENED BY 
THE THBEATS OF THE GROWERS, 


The Natienal Association Backs Down on 
Its Declaration of Independence—Con- 
siderable Feeling Over the Question of 
Removing the Duty on Wool—Manzu- 
facturers and the Republican Coercion. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

New York, October 2.—This is the day set 
for the meeting of the National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers in thie oity,at which they 
are to take action upon the tariff question, as 
they believe itto affect their interests. The 
Executive Committee of the association met 
in Boston September 17, after a loud biast 
upon their little independence trumpet and a 
brave declaration that the time had come to 
cut a tariff melon of their own, in which 
the wool growers should have no 
part. But the Wool Growers’ As- 
sociation, from its intrenchments in the 


Western Reserve on the Little Miami IRIver in 
the State of Ohio, sent them a notice that all 
the tariff melons that grew this year were 
party melons, in which the interests of the 
wool growers were equal, if not superior, to 
those of the wool manufacturers, and if the 
wanyfacturers should presume to cut a melon 
without inviting them to the feast they would 
tear up the vine so that there should be no 
more melons ofthe tariff species whatever. 
The threat produced its desired effect. The 
Executive Committee.met according to reso- 
lution and resolved that they would cut a 
melon, but that they never bad 
any intention to dispute the 
claims of the wool growers to the firat choice 
of pieces. All they wanted was that after the 
wool growers were surfeited, enough meion 
should be — . — dy the American consum- 
ers of woolen goods, who are the melon grow- 
ers, to provide them 
A GOOD SQUARE FEAST 

All their —ä— — had vanished. Like 
Crockett’s coon they came down as soon as 
the wool growers pointed a gun at them. 
They resolved that they did not want the duty 
reduced on their chief raw material, raw wool, 
nor on the machinery used in ite manufact- 
ure, but they did want the Chinese wall of 
tariff on manufactured goods built enough 
higher, notwithstanding it le now the highest 

int along the whole wall, to prevent any 
. goods whatever from getting 
nside. 

There are some good and otherwise sensible 
people who almost believe that the inde- 
pendent spirit will prevail in to-day's meet- 
ing; that, notwithstanding the truculience and 
timidity of the Executive Committee, a suffici- 
ent number of the members of the convention 
will assert themselves, declare their indi- 
vidual interests paramount, and vote for free 
raw materials to overcome the cowards and 
set themselves as an association free from the 
espionage and dictation of the wool- growers 
ofthe Western Reserve. 

‘*‘Why should we incumber our business, 
said one of them, ‘‘with such an everlastin 
burden to a an unnatura 
industry? farmers out in 
Ohlo want to raise sheep rather than grain or 
fruits on their high-priced land, for goodness 
sake let them; but when they want us to past- 
ure their sheep in flelds of greenbacks, the 
are asking too much. Texas owe amuc 
larger quantity of wool than Ohio and Cali- 
fornia most as much, but neither of them 
have asked for governmental protection. 
Those Ohio growérs don’t know their own 
minds. They are blind to their own interests. 
They ought to know that we can’tuse their 
wool without an admixture ofjforeign! woo), and 
that the more foreign wool we use the more 
of the Ohio wool we will need. 

They seem too blind to perceive this point 
and have allowed a lot of blamed mountebank 
politicians to organize them inst their own 
interests. hat can we do with such a lot of 
imbeciles?
